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Sir: 

This responds to the Restriction Requirement, dated January 4, 2007. In the Restriction 
Requirement, the Examiner requires restriction among three groups of claims. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group I, claims 1-9, for 
examination. This election is made with traverse. 

First, Applicants note that the Examiner listed independent claim 9, which is directed to a 
method for use of the composition of claim 1 , in group 1 . Applicant would submit that the 
dependency of claim 9 on claim 1 requires the Examiner to consider all of the limitations of 
claim 1 and, if allowable, would result in allowance of claim 9. 

Second, as to claims 10-16, these claims depend from claim 9 and should be allowable 
due to their dependency. Thus, groups 1 and 2 should be examined together. 

In the event that the Examiner disagrees with the Applicant's position, Applicant reserves 
the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected Claims 10-22.
